Bat ere the reesel 
was out of the harbor, it was quietly ru- 
mored that another lot of treasure-seekers 
rere ogitatiug themselves on the subject 
of burieddublooas and deep interred Ilex- 
can dollars. A <Jhromdc reporter wag 
detailed to vork up the subject. The 
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ew of the parties interested who were 
nterviewcd seemed quite unwilling to 
;ive any particulara at first, and when, 
t last, they opened their mouths it 
was

names be mentioned {or tho present. 
Che story of tha treasure is as fol- 
ows: Borne time ago a man whose occu- 
>atiou was duck-shooting, did some favor 
,o an old negro who at one time bad lived 
ou Angel Inland. The negro was grate- 
'ul and an acquaintance sprang up. The 
African was a hard-looking old fellow, 
with two or three gears on big head as 
Tom sabre cuts, and told tome odd stones 
of life on board ship when a youth and in 
Manama and Ecuador. 
He talked con- 


cerning great sums oi money, of bags of 
cold and pieces of eight, at times, but 
,hc80 were considered only exaggerations 
or pure cffoits of fancy. He had coma to 
California in early duya as servant for 
some Mexican gentleman of moans, who 
died suddenly about tho time of its an- 
nexation to tho United States. Ineve»y 
conversation with tho duck-hunter the 
old darkey declared his intention of mak- 
ing him rich one day—the richest man in 
California.

duck gun. Eoping almost against hope, 
to visited anothsr clairvoyant, this time a 
m»n.

The murder of Mayor 
Crane, of Ja-ikson, Miss., nn ex-federal 
officer, by Gerger, and similar initances 
were referred to, showing every victim of 
such outrages was a Republican, and 
every perpetrator a Democrat, and that 
no man throughout the wholft South had 
yet been convicted for any such offence. 


At tbe close, of Sherman's remarks his 


resolution was laid aside and Anthony's 
pending resolution, limiting tho basinet* 
of the see'rion to deficiency in tho appro- 
priation bill end resolutions for a joint 
committee of investigation into the atfiira 
at the South, and Sherman's resolution in- 
structing the Judiciary Committee to 
bring m a bill to suppress the Ku Klnx 
organization.

But the speech of the Senator from Ohio 
had been made mainly for political effect 
and probably would not have been uttered

promptly convicted and puninhed for tho 
murder of negroes, and that tha boldest in 
denouncing disorders in Kentucky were ex- 
Confederate officers, Stevenson roferred to 
tho recent stoppage of the mail service by 
order of the Postmaster General on the line 
nf the railroad between Louisville and 
Lexington. This nnjn.it and tyrannical act 
of the Postmaster General was made to give 
color to the representation that Ku Klnx 
depredations were committed there, and 
the only possible justification for it was 
an assault upon a newly appointed negro 
mail agent on the route arising from per- 
aonal rivalry between him and other Re- 
publican aspirants for the place. What 
would the country think of Mopping the 
mails between New York and Philadelphia 
because an assault had been mode upon an 
agent. 


Ramsey said after the assanlt upon him 


(the colored Bgeut), he was protected by 
soldisrx, whose lives were threatened in 
consequence, and upon information on 
that point, the Post MasUr General sus- 
pended the mail service there.

H«ti--e« of Tlmsvil'e, *c.~• 
Btilliunt Sra*ou in Pro»peci. 
We publish this morning, in another 


column, the announcement of the June 
meeting of the Titniville Driving Park 
Association, and we predict a more bril- 
liant and more successful season than ever 
before. 
List year the association was 


very well patronized by the pnblio, and 
there seems to be a growing taste for this 
kind of pastime in every part of the 
country. The Jerome Driving Park now 
ranks with the Derby of old England. 
Our rich men have all got the horse 
fever. Fortunes are spent on thorough- 
breds, and stables are built of palatial 
magnificauoe. Bonner divides hU atten- 
tion between the Ltdgtr and his stud of 
hones, and probably feels more pride and 
affection for his animals than bis paper. 
Grant, like President Jefferson, has a 
strong healthy love for a fine hone, and a 
fast horse; and the General owns a good 
many, although he never attends publia 
races. Popular races have their draw- 
backs, in the dissipation and prodigality of 
some of the patrou, and the tricks and 
conspiracies of unprincipled jockeys, and 
gamblers, but the rules of the National 
Association are fair and honorable, and 
calculated to elevate this grand national 
sport. At any rate no considerable city is 
now without its driving park, and man 
of fortune consider a fast hone a necessary 
adjunct to thoir establishments. 


The result of thia new hors» mania is 


seen in the rural districts as well as in 
cities, in the improved stock of farmers, 
and the great attention paid to breeding, 
rearing, stabling, and general manage- 
ment of the horse.

rights that men are bound to respect," and 
has put upon the statute book n law 
against orneUy to dumb animals. A rich 
old miser in New York the other day, was 
so struck with the popular barbarity to 
horses.as seen in overworking and starv:ng 
them, and maliciously abusing them, that 
he madaa will, mid dying loft afortnne to 
Bergh, to carry on the £ood work, and he 
could not have, made a better use of his 
money, if he had endowed a college. 
But 


it u a great mistake to suppose that put- 
ting horses to their highest speed, ia a 
cruel amusement, like cook or bull fight* 
ing. It is necessary to bring out the 
highest qualities of the horse, speed, spirit 
and endurance. There is no finer sight 
than to see a powerful courser running at 
his speed, or'the trotter, with his solid and 
elastic tread, with eye rolling in fire and 
lipp, moving with passion, and oars vi- 
brating at slightest sound.
